Burned in Dentil iiy Mullen Metal. 

New Yoke, July 1!J. — A frightful acci- 
dent occurred this afternoon in Cassidy & 
Adior's iron foundry on West 55th street. 
The cupola in which the iron is melted ex- 
p oded at 2 o'clock. The molten iron lluw 
in ull directions among the workmen em- 
ployed in that part of the foundry. Sixteen 
men in all were burned by the red-hot met- 
al. Eighty men wete at work in the room 
where the cupola is when the explosion oc- 
uurred.

London, July 19. — The British govern- 
ment is preparing to lay before parliament 
the correspondence relative to Behring sea. 
The contention of the government briefly is 
that the limits of American jurisdiction ex- 
tend only to the three mile limit from the 
shores of the mainland and islands of 
Alaska. To this position it is well under- 
stood tho government will adhere; agreeing, 
however, to a close season for seals during 
nine months of the year, with freedom to 
kill during July, August and September. 

Tho British government is also proceeding 
to further investigate the seizure of the 
British sealer Aurjiuuh in 1888 by the 
Russian authorities, at the instance of the 
American Alaska Co, the vessel having been 
confiscated, tho Russians claimed, for fish- 
ing within three miles of the Russian shore. 
T le owners of the Auranah, however, have 
always asserted that they were at least six 
miles away. The case has for some time 
b.-en dormant, but it is being revived now 
with vigor.

A SERIOUS FORGERY. 



The Title to the Townsite of l)es 
Moines said to be Obtained 
by Fraud. 



The Forger being Arrested Makes 
Full Confession Implicating 
Prominent Business Men- 



Tacoma, July 18.— Considerable ex- 
citement was oreatad hero to-day by 
the an eat of 0. J. McCuiisIund, who 
came over to Tacoma from Port Blakeley, 
on a chargo of forgery of a deed to 
property valued at nearly §180,000, con- 
sisting of the original townsito of Dea 
Moines, in King county. After the ar- 
rest of MeCausLincl ho was lodged in 
jail and made a full confession, which 
resulted in the arrest of Joseph S. Cook, 
a prominent business man on the Sound. 
Co k was brought before Justice Patrick 
at 7:30 ^o-night and held in bonds of 
$3,000 to appear Monday evening on a 
charge of being an accessory before iho 
fact. 

The Post-Intelligencer correspondent 
learns the following fads from Mr. Oriu 
Barlow, president of the Des Moines 
Land Company, who swore out a warrant 
for Cook's arrest. In July, 1889, Des 
Moines Land Company purchased from 
F. U. Chezum 121 acres of land in King 
county, which they subsequently platted 
and named the townsi o of Des Moines. 
On January 8, 18'JO, a deed was recorded 
for the aamo property, purporting to have 
been sianed by one John Moore, son of 
John Moore, the original owner of the 
property, who had quit-claimed to 
Chezum. It was alleged that the young- 
er Moore had never released his claim to 
the property, to which, as the only child 
of the elder Moore, ho was solo heir. 
The elder Moon 1 , it is said, went insane 
and was consequently nor. qualified to 
make a deed. The deed tiled in January 
last and alleged to have been stg cd by 
John Moore, jr., conveyed the property 
to Joseph S. Cook. The deed was signed 
and acknowledged in Sun Diego, C»L. 
January 8. The witnesses to the same 
were a notary, be fore whom it was ae- 
nowledged, and a man named Smith. 
Joseph Cook, it is claimed, offered to 
transfer his rights to the land company 
for §0,000, about one thirtieth of the 
present value of the property. The land 
company becamo convinced that there 
was fraud somewhere, and sent a detec- 
tive to San Diego to look the matter up. 
The notary was found, who referred hilll 
to Smith. Smith's statement was that 
he had been approached by a man wh 1 
represented himself us John Moore. 
Moore claimed to have hailed from 
Sin til's old hum I in the East and was 
familiar with all his former neighbors. 
Smith was easily convinced and readily 
accompanied Moore to witness the deed, 
though an innocent party to the trans- 
action. 

As soon as Moore, or McCausland, had 
the Ueed | ■ iperly acknowledged, hu im- 
mediately jlegrapliou it to Tacoma. The 
address l • which the message was sent 
was given to a detective by Smith, and 
McC .uslund was soon located at Port 
Blakeley, where ho has been shadowed 
ever sincD. It, seems that ho got wind of 
his followers and made some arrange- 
ments to decamp, and accordingly loft 
for Portland yesterday. He was arrested 
upon his arrival in this city and lodged in 
jail. 

The disclosures and the arrest of a pro- 
minent citizen in connection with the af- 
fair have caused a pr found sensation. It 
is also thought that others will be impli 
eated in the affair before the matter is 
thoroughly up for a hearing. The forged 
deud only affects the original towusite of 
Dei Moines or that part i f it, platted by 
fcho Des Moines Laud Company. 

J S. Cook was Been by the Post-Intel- 
ligonccr correspondent to-night. He 
says thai, some time ago he was ap- 
proached by McCausland, who ia an old- 
timer on Pustot Sound, and fold that 'he 
litlo to the town of Des Moines had been 
obtained by fraud, and that a quit-claim 
deed, purporting to have come from 
young Moore in Oregon, by which the 
land was obtained, was a forgery. Mo- 
Cau-dand further stated that young 
Moore, tho legal heir, was living in San 
Diego, and that a ti le from him to the 
property would hold goo I, and if ho 
(Cook) would furnish the money ho would 
go to San Diego and obtain the deed 
from young Moore. Cook claims that ho 
furnishod tho money to McCausland to 
go to San Diego, and instead of got ing 
Mooro's signature, forged the papers. 

There is one thing in Cook's favor, and 
that is that ho addressed letters to Mc- 



Causland lit San Dietro as McCausland, 
and not Moore, and McCausland having 
confessed forgery, his word will not have 
much weight. 

TO BRIDGE BEUK1NG STRAITS. 

No Rfrlnus Obstacle in the Way of Joining 
the United States and Russia by 1. 

Nbvt York, July 18.— "They can talk 
about my uncle as being visionary and a 
mild luna ic all they please, but a day 
will come, and no so far off either, when 
he will bo recognized as thoroughly sensi- 
ble, though a bold engineer." So said 
William Henry Gilpin, of Pueblo, Col., 
at the Hoffman house to-day. 

Gilpin ha- been for the last two years 
with his uncle, William Gilpin, ex- 
governor of Colorado, in a tour of recon- 
naissance to the Northern Pacific coast. 
William Gilpin believes that there are no 
serious obstacles in the way of building a 
railroad which shall join tho United 
States and Russia by way of Siberia, 
Bohring straits, Alaska and British 
America. '1 ho only apparent dilliculty is 
in crossing Behring straits, but this dilli- 
culty is only apparent. The stra ts are 
forty miles wide, and in the middle lies 
an island about big enough to hold Now 
York, Brooklyn and Jersey City com- 
bined. Tho straits are nowhere more 
thai: forty feet duep, and there will bo no 
trouble in laying piers on a hard bottom. 

STREKT RAILWAY MUDDLE. 

Rival Companies at Spokuno Hare Lively 
Times Over HIglil-of-Way. 

SroKANK Falls, July 18. —The street 
railway war, which began bore a month 
ago and was temporarily settled by an in- 
junction, has burst out afresh. At tho 
time of tho former dilliculty, Iho city 
council in defending the rights of the 
City Park Transit company, ordered Uio 
Spokane Street Railway company to tear 
up their tracks on Division street on 
which they have no franchise, in order to 
permit tho City Park company, who have 
a franchise on the street to lay their 
tracks. The Spokane Sfreot Railway 
company refused the order of the council 
and Acting Mayor Davidson set a force of 
men to work to tear up tho tracks. The 
Spokane Street Railway company secur- 
ed an injunction, which tho mayor, chief 
of police and street superintendent ig- 
nored. They were arrested by the 
sheriff, who, in turn, was arrested by the 
chief of police The sheriffs posso 
carried the day, however, and the city 
filed demurrer to the injunction. 

The c;ise was argued t hree weeks ago, 
and to Judge Kinaird rendered a deci- 
sion sustaining the demurreJ. The 
Spokane Street Railway company at once 
appealed to the supremo court. Judge 
Kinaird ordered the injunction to remain 
in force pending the appeal, but as booh 
as Street Commission r Swingler heard 
that the demurrer ha I been sustained, 
he set a force of men at work tearing up 
the tracks of the Spokane .Street Railway 
company. In this past time he was soon 
stopped by the sheriff. 

Employes of the Spokane Street Rail- 
way company then attempted to lay the 
tracks, and were air sled by the police. 
Things are now in statuq'io, a large num- 
ber of police being in charge of the scene 
of the late operations. The officers o 
the streo railway company say they will 
replace the track to-morrow. Tho city 
authorities say they will not, and lively 
times are expected. 

UPPER <;OLU.\IIilA NAVIGATION. 

New Steamer to tlio Okiimignn Mines— Canoe- 
ing Through the Rapids. 

WENATCHBE, July 17.— The Burch 
Bros., of this place, have nearly com- 
pleted their steamboat. I is twelve feet 
beam and forty eight foot long, nod is in- 
tended to run on tho Columbia from here 
to tho Okanagon mines. 

The steam ferry ac oss the Columbia, 
opposite to the town, is now running.aiid 
is a groat accommodation to our people 
and to travelers. 

Peaches are b ginning to ripen; the 
crop is rather light this season. Other 
fruit is a large crop. 

Three men passed horo last week in 
canoes. They had worked their way up 
the Columbia from Pasco, and were going 
to Cheln, They report tho worst place 
in tho river is at Rock Island rapids, 
twelve miles below Wcnatchee. 

Tho proposition to levy a tax of 10 
mills and issue §8,000 bonds, with which 
to build a school house, seems to meet 
with gei eral favor.

THE THREE LINKS. 



The Coming Grand Assemblage of 
Patriarch Militant to be held 
at Chicago. 



The Largest Gathering of Odd Fellows 
Ever held in the United 
Mates. 



Chicago, July 17.— Tho lnrgost gather- 
ing of Odd Fellows thivt the world 1ms 
ovor soon will tuho place hero noxt month. 
It will bo the triennial meeting of the 
grand lodfje and the grand Triennial Can- 
tonment of Patriarchs Militant of the I.O. 
O. F. For six weeks tho local commit- 
tees having been holding daily meetings 
and working with might and main to pro- 
vide for tho transportation of the visitors 
and their comfort and convenience while 
in the city, and during tho past two weeks 
their proceedings have been participated 
in by Grand Sire Underwood, of Ken- 
tucky, wlio has given tho bonelit of 
his t mo and experience to tho prelimin- 
aries. 

The lowest rates ever known in railroad 
history have been granted to tho Odd 
Fellows on all the routes from the At- 
lantic Coast to the Grulf, and tho rates 
which have been conceded by the local 
hotel proprietors are, in many cases, lit- 
tle more than nominal. The city coun- 
cil ha8 granted permission for the tem- 
porary erection on tbo lake front of an 
amphitheatre, with a frontage of fifteen 
thousand feet, and which will bo large 
enough to hold an audience of 30,01)0 
people The largest halls in the city 
have all been retained, and the Lake 
Front park will be fenced in for the pur- 
pose of the prize drill. 

Advices received up to this morning 
by Brigadier-General J. I'. Ellacott, 
chairman of the reception committee, are | 
to the eil'ect that over 15,000 patriarchs, ' 
in uniform, and 50,000 Odd Fellows 
proper have already decided to take 
part in the event, and the probabili- 
ties are that this number will be largely 
increased during the next few weeks. 
With tho visitors, and relatives and 
friends they will bring with them, it is 
estimated that fully ^50,000 strangers 
will be in the city during the cantonment 
week. Delegates will be hero from Eng- 
land, Germany, Franco and other coun- 
tries. 

Tho prizes to bo offered for tho drills 
aggregate $27,000. Tho great parade, 
which is lixed for Thursday, August 7th, 
is expected to be of a character never 
equalled in tho country. There are 425,- 
000 Odd Fellows within fifteen hours' 
ride of Chicago alone, and it is expected 
that feeling of W. stern pride will induce 
fully one-half of theso to turn out for the 
oc": -'on. 

.... the reports received by tho local 
committe-' indicate that extraordinary in- 
terest is be ng manifested in the conclave 
at far distant points, so much so that 
many small owns far down in the South 
mid in tho extreme West and Northwest 
will send from four to five hundred Odd 
Fellows each.

Co., 2,398 tons; Union Colliery Co., 4,- 
500 tons." 

The Dominion Post-Office Department 
has inaugurated a new system of refund- 
ing money to depositors in the post-office 
savings banks. Since tho beginning of 
July cheques have been forwarded in lieu 
of money, thereby assimilating tho 
practice of the department to that of the 
government savings bank operated by 
the Finance Department. By arrange- 
ment between the government and the 
banks these cheques will be cashed at par 
by any chartered bank in the Dominion. 

Tho New York Commercial Bulletin 
says that "in wholesale drug circles a 
trreat amount of concern is felt on ac- 
count of tho increase in adulterated 
opium," and "a petition will soon he 
presented with a view of stopping tho 
practice. There is not the slightest 
trouble, they say, at tho present time in 
purchasing standard opium if t he buyer 
will only go to a responsible dealer. 
They claim further that a considerable 
part of the adulterated opium is used for 
the vice habit, and tho lower percentage 
of morphia there is in that opium the 
better." 

The receipts of sugar at San Francisco 
during June wero heavier than during 
any previous month of tho fiscal year, and 
as compared with the arrivals of tho cor- 
responding month in 1888 they wore ei- 
eessive. 



FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL. 



The excise returns (J the production of 
native sugar in France from 1st Septem- 
ber to 1st June show that 6,665,801 tons 
of beet weie worked up and produced 
700,172 tons of sugar, calc dated as re 
fined. There was an increase on the 
year of 2,448,951 tons iu the quantity of 
root employed, and of 278,745 tons in the 
sugar extracted. 

An English syndicate has taken over 
the cordage industry in Canada. Another 
English syndicate is said to have its eyes 
on the agricultural machinery manufact- 
uring industry. Representatives of 
another body of capitalist;! have been in 
negotiation with the shirt and collar 
manufacturers with a view to establishing 
a trust to take over that industry. 

A survey of life assurance to-day, con- 
trasted with the business of even ten 
years ago, reveals that the demand foi 
assurance as a foi i of hives incut has 
groa'ly increased, and that the demand 
for term assurance in some form — pro- 
tection pure and simple for a limited 
period — has also tuarvelously grown. 

Advices from Jamaica state that 
Canada has. applied for fifty thousand 
cubic feet of space for the international 
exhibition In be opened January 27th, 
1801. This lias led to a discussion of the 
commercial relations of the two countries. 
Reciprocity with Canada is again urged 
and the hope is expressed that negotia- 
tions with the Dominion Government will 
be renewed. 

In 1837 Canada could boast of sixteen 
miles of railway. Five years later the 
mileage remained the same; the passen- 
gers numbered 27,041, the freight carri cl 
amounted to 7,7Ui tons ; the earnings 
were computed to be 813,050, and the 
working expenses $10,74-1. Iu 1850 the 
railway mileage had lengthened out to 
2.087, with 1,022,227 passengers and §(».- 
830,400 earnings. Ten years later (I860) 
Canada had 2, -107 miles of railway, ami 
the earnings were set down at $12,798,- 
303. Another decade had increased the 
mileage to (5,484 ; the callings to $19,- 
925,066. Iu that year the number of 
passengers was 6,523,816 ; the freight 
8,348,810 tons and the working expenses 
amounted to $16,188,282. In ten years 
more (1880) the mileage was nearly 
doubled 12,628 ; the passengers also 
nearly doubled— 12. 151,105 ; the freight 
hail grown to 17.028,(120 tons, tho earn- 
ings to $42,14-9.615, and the working ex- 
penses reached a total of 831,038,015. 
The capital paid (including srovernmenfc 
bonuses, loans and subscriptions to 
shares ard municipal aid) had attained 
the enormous sum of $760,570,440, and 
the amount promised to railways com- 
pleted or under const ructio", in the shape 
of government and municipal hums, 
bonuses, etc., is stated to be $184,802,- 
087.62. 

Moss s. Robert Ward & Co.'s "Month- 
ly Freight and Shipping Report " for 
Juno is just to band, Itsays: "Freights 
for lumber during tbo past month, al- 
though showing a slight tendency to de- 
cline, have been fairly well maintained, 
and, although for future business, ship- 
pers are not inclined to pay tho present 
ruling rates, yet for spot tonnage a few 
charters have been ulfoctod at tho pre-

for hia absence. It docs lint do this for 
the other gentlemen who tailed to attend. 
The Leader of the Opposition, though in- 
vited, was not present, yet the Times does 
not reproach him for refusing the invita- 
tion. Mayor Grant was also asked to 
grace and dignify the occasion with his 
presence ; bui ho, also, begged to be fcx- 
CUSed. But the Times does not c'u gul 
its bruins to tind a motive for his declin- 
ing to accept the tempting opp r unity to 
toll "tho assembled pedagogues" what he 
knows about teaching the young idea how 
to shoot. In fact, only one gentleman 
accepted tho invitation of the committee 
of tbo Inst ' i o. It surely must have oc 
currod to j Times that there must have 
been sotn j good reason for this general 
refusal u> attend the Teachers' meeting. 
All tho gentlemen invited could not have 
been impelled by pique to decline an in- 
vitation which, in most cases, would have 
boen regarded as a compliment. 
A little enquiry would have 
solved tho apparent mystery. When 
it is known that tins invitation 
which these gentlemen received was what 
is usually called "a fiddler's invita- 
tion," there will be no difficulty in under- 
standing why it was declined by all but 
one of the gentlemen to whom it. was ex- 
tended. Tile invitations were not issued 
until tho day un which tho mooting was 
held — tho Premier, wo understand, did 
not get his until half-pas', two in the 
afternoon. This may havo been an over- 
sight of the secretary, but ovoryone must 
soo that it was a very great mistake. 
Very few gentlemen cm bo expected to 
drop all other engagements and prepare 
an address lit, for all audience composed 
of educated ladies and gentlemen to hear 
on so very short a notice. We do not 
think that any person of common sense 
will blame the Hon. John Robsun or any 
one else for declining such nn invitation 
so made. 



Wednesday evoning because ho waB an- 
noyed at the resolu ion adverse to tho 
daily marking system passed by tho In- 
stitute un the previous day. We cannot 
see why he should be in tho slightest de- 
gree disturbed by that vote. It is not 
to bo expected that ho has any 
practical knowledge of tho way in which 
tho system of daily marking works. It is 
a detail of school management which can 
only bo fully understood and appreciated 
by the professional teacher. Eminent 
practical educationists havo approved of 
the system and it is because that it was 
approved and commended by them that 
it was adopted by tlio legislature of ihe 
province and continued by thesuperiu- 
t ndent of education in whom the gov- 
ernment has implicit confidence. That 
educationists dill'er on this subject, as 
they do on many others, is well known, 
and our contemporary is just a little pro- 
sumptuous in taking upon itself o decide 
who are right and who are wrong. 

That the meeting on Wednesday even- 
ing disapproved of the system does not 
by any men s prove that it is an anti- 
quated one or that it is condemned by 
the teachers as a body. There are in the 
public schools of this province 164 
teachers. The number at present en- 
rolled as members of the Teachers' Insti- 
tute is -11), of this number 9 were enrolled 
since Thursday evening. The whole ol 
the forty members were not present at 
the session of Wednesday evening. P lib- 
ably less than thirty teachers voted for 
the resolution about which tho Times 
makes such a flourish of trumpets. Their 
opinion is cctainly entitled to re- 
spect, but it would be mori 
worthy tho consideration of thoughtful 
men and women if more time had been 
given for the consideration and discussion 
of tho subject; It will be observed that 
the resolution was a surprise oven to 
those who were present at the session. 
It was sprung upon the members without 
notification of any kind. Jn all delibera- 
tive bodies due notice is given of impor- 
tant motions. This, till will admit, was a 
very important motion. Members of the 
Institute ought, in till fairness to havt 
been told when it was to bo moved, in 
order that they might have time to pre- 
pare for its discussion and that they 
might be present when tho veto wat 
taken. We do not know whether the 
rules of the Institute require notice to lx 
give'i of a motion of this sort, but if thoj 
do not they ought. It is not wiso or fair 
to commit tho Institute to a decision 
hastily arrived at, .and when all the 
members tire not afforde I tho opportu- 
nity of voting upon it. Every one knows 
tho estimation in which a "snap vote" 
is held, and the vote taken at 
the Institute o-.i Wednesday evening had 
all the characteristics of a snap vote. lie- 
Bides, it was 'liken in such a way that if 
was impossible to tell how many of those 
who cast their ballots were entitlod to 
vote. 



When everything is taken into cons d- 
eratic n we do no see that the Times has 
any great reason to make the vote of the 
Teachers' Institute tho theme of triumph- 
ant editorials. And wo believe that if ii 
real y had the cause of education at bean 
it would not try to give the discussions ol 
the Teachers' Institute a political com- 
plexion.

THE PRINCE OF WALES. 

The .Inly millibar of the North 
American Review contains a very inter- 
esting article oil the Princu of Wales, by 
-Iitstin M'Carthy, M. P. Mr. M'Carthy 
is an accomplished writer and a gentle- 
man, and consequently his article will 
in t please tho coarse denouncers of 
Great Britain and Great Britain's Royal 
Family, who, when votes are at a 
premium, exorcise- such an influence in 
tho United .States. Mr. M'Carthy's 
sketch is appreciative, ho evidently likes 
and admires the Prince of Wales. Mo 
leads his reiders to bol cvo that ago has 
mellowed and in many respects improved 
the Heir Apparent to the British Throne. 
Ho paints him as tho first gentleman in 
Great Britain, and as admirably fitted to 
perform the duties of his position. The 
Prince is required to preside at meetings 
of many kinds, and ho makes a model 
chairman. This is what the reviewer 
says of the spuooh ho made ns chairman 
of the meeting held in St. James's Hall, 
Loud u, to give ■ the first welcome to 
Stanley : 

" He spoke well, but ho was very brief 
of speech. Vet he managed to say 
lomothing quite distinct and expressive. 
1 1 e whs not, the sort of chairman who 
gets up and merely announces that he 
does not propose to stand between the 
meeting and the orator of the occasio 
and then collapses into bis chair again. 
The Prince of Wales ma aged to give 
one the idea that he could say a great 
deal about Mr. Stanley and his expedition 
if only time allowed him, but that 
time did not allow him, and therefore ho 
foreboro to say most of that which he 
might have said. Ho spoke firmly as if 
he were contending against a certain dif- 
lieulty or reluctance. The tone of his 
voice and something about his utt ranee 
remiudorl me curiously now and then of 
Lord Hartington." 

Mr. M'Carthy pronounces tho Princo 
of Wales to be a very effective and a very 
pleasant ceremonial and after-dinner 
speaker. 

"lie is not," ho says, "a brilliant, 
speaker; nnd those who describe him as 
brilliant do not, I venture to think, quite 
understand his real succes' in the busi- 
ness which ho has 10 undertake, lie 
speaks directly and to the point. Ho 
never obtrudes himself between the autli- 
ence and the business of the occasion. 
Ho novor uses a wrong word and he 
never says a word too much. He puts 
is little of himself as possible in his 
-[leeches, and while there is always a 
firm and manful tone about him, there is 
never any indication whatever of a desire 
to mpose himself and his position on his 
audience. I am quite sure he litis no 
such desire." 

The imp ession which Mr. McCarthy 
leaves with the reader is that tho Princo 
of Wales is a pleasant, easy-going gen- 
tleman who tries to get the most out of 
life. Though fond of society and of 
cheerful, lively conversation and tho 
most coir.pan unable of men, ho never 
loses his aenso of dignity or forgets what 
is due to his position both by himself and 
others. Although by no means puncil- 
OU8 in his general intercourse with his 
f iends, he is said to be a great stickler 
for court etiquette and an authority on 
all matters of ceremonial. 

"No one knows better," says the re- 
viewer, "tho exact way in which every 
band and order and medal should bo won. 
He is very particular about, good manners 
in princes and princesses, and, I have 
heard, that there is a near connection of 
his by marriage who is often lectured 
severely on the impropriety of losing his 
temper when giving directions to his ser- 
vants. The Prince is a social umpire of 
the utmost authority, and no end of per 
sonal disputes tire settled sntisfact rily by 
a reference to his good-natured and 
genial but linn counsel." 

The Prince is represented as being any i 
thing but a bigot in polities, and us con- 1 
ducting himself in such a way as lo make 
royalty popular in Great Britain among 
men of all ranks and all political parties. 



ciatos on equal terms, never give a 
thought to the hardships she underwent 
and the work she did in her younger 
days. When they havo been told that sho 
is annoyed tit tho reports that are circu- 
lated about her ihey are, no 
doubt, surprised. There is none 
of the pettiness and tho vulgarity 
among really noblo men and noblo women 
that would causo them to despise a really 
worthy person for the occupation that ho 
followed in his early days. This kind of 
snobbery is the weakness of people who 
aro not suro of their position. It is they 
who are everlastingly trying to make dis- 
'iriotions between tljo Tweedledunis and 
tho' Tweedledees of society. Where is 
tho man in England who thinks himself 
too good to shako hands with Stanl yl 
Yet he spent three years of his childhood 
in a workhouse. The Princo of Wales 
did not consider that ho lowered himself 
in the least when ho sat at the table 
of this working miner's wife, and 
we have no doubt that he treated her 
with as much deference as if she had 
boen a duchess and very likely esteemed 
her more highly than many duchesses he 
had met. It is hard to say which is tho 
more contemptible, the man or woman, 
w ho looks down upon others on account 
of their calling, or the person in humble 
circumstances who is ashamed of his 
honest business and his poverty, and is 
constantly trying to gain the favor of 
those whom ho considers higher in the 
social scale then himself.

As a rule, the sidewalks of Victoria are 
not in strict accord with the principles, of 
spirit levt-1, and one has often to suddenly 
climb a short hut steep ascent on very short 
notice. If one is not paying the closest 
attention to his steps the result is sometimes 
painfully surprising. Added to this 
irregularity of surface is u system of exten- 
sive, but apparent ly useless, ventilation, in 
the shape of missing planks, large holes and 
gently poised hoards. Of course, it is never 
the intention of the pedestrian to step into 
the«e cavities, but be nevertheless drops 
undigniSedly into them now and again, 
coming out with a broken shin if not a 
broken bone. The risk of descending these 
depressions in somewhat increased at night 
time, especially when the moon should be 
shining .aid is not doing her duty. When 
she is, by the calendar, on duty, it would 
be unreasonable to expect the electric light, 
to take the erring queen's place; turn about 
is fairness to all; lint despite all this penny 
wise and pound foolish economy, there will 
be a huge loss incurred some day through 
an action for damages against the. city. 
Then the lights will be shining alwuys, 
moon or no moon, and the sidewalks will lie 
repaired, but when once the first action is 
taken, others will follow on the smallest 
pretext. 

The Westminster Court House. 

The Columbian says : The work of dig- 
ging for a solid bottom still goes on at 
Court House square. The quality of the 
material being taken out. is not very satis- 
factory, consisting mainly of slate colored 
sand heavily churL'ed with water. Some 
dry earth is encountered hero and there, 
but the general form is the blue samd and 
plenty of moisture The present appear- 
ance of the work is somewhat that of u 
labyrinth, the earth being taken out in sec- 
tions like streets th" sides of which aru re- 
tained in place by strong cribbing. A 
depth of twelve feet has been reached in 
some parts of the square, and even at that 
distance down ominous looking pools of 
water form and the Hand luis the look of In- 
stability characteristic of u quicksand. The 
work is being conducted by a strong force 
of men mid pushed with all despatch. It 
was stated to-day that a firm bottom was 
expected to he reached in a very short time; 
if Ibis anticipation is not tilled the contrac- 
tors may have to resort to piling, an expen- 
sive hut unsatisfactory substitute lor hard 
pan and rubble stone foundations. The 
rock to be used in the basement is being 
deposited in large quantities around th. 
square, and the mortar and cement are all 
ready mixed, only waiting the commence-

A MODEL ESTABLISH dENT. 

Hr. Henry Siinmlers' (Irorerv and Liquor 
Stoivs on Johnson Street. 

H. Saunders, grocer, is a household name 
in Victoria, for he has been connected with 
the supplying of its families with the good 
things of life from its earliest history as a 
town. Mr. Saunders has always been un 
enterprising citizen, and has embarked in 
many schemes for developing the country 
and adding to the interests of Victoria, and 
in any public movement, although always 
taking a modest place, he has ever been 
foremost in forwarding the cause. His 
grocery and liquor business grew with the 
growth of Victoria, and for years past, al- 
though surrounded with inconveniences, he 
carried on his trade in tho old building on 
Johnson street, cornering on Oriental alley. 
The removal of the wooden building this 
spring and the erection of a handsome two- 
story brick, has previously been referred to in 
these columns. Although Mr. Saunders has 
occupied the new premises for a couple of 
weeks, it was not until yesterday that 
he considered the store in ship-shape. Ah 
who have seen the premises have but one 
remark to make, and that is that they form 
the finest grocery establishment that they 
ivernict with, and certainly Mr. Siundera 
has good reason to feid satisfied with tin 
success of his enterprise. The exterior ol 
the building is of imposing and pleasing 
design. The front is composed of two 
i unions • windo.vs, the plate glass in each 
being ten feet square. Between these is b 
wide entrance, the doors being set, in several 
feet from the pavement, the flooring of tin 
portico being of artistic tiles. The ceiling b 
17 feet high, and the stoic is weli lighted 
throughout. On the left side of the mail, 
store, which is 40x95 feet, is tho gi ocury 
department. The fittings are very hand- 
some, being made of maple and walnut, the 
counter being one huge piece of black wal- 
nut. Along the wall, behind the counti r, 
are two rows of gold lacquered tea canister- 
made by Henry Tromnner, of Philadelphia. 
These are adorned with beautiful pictures 
of China and Japaucso characters, and are 
most interesting. The rear portion oi 
the s_toru is occupied with cas 
goods The large window was tastefully 
dressed with goods of the grocery depart- 
ment, the work of Mr. W. Crow, who dis- 
played good judgment in their arrangement. 
On the. left side is the wine and spirit de- 
partment, also handsomely fitted. In real 
of this are the business and private offices, 
separated from the store by glass partitions 
and comfortably furnished, the private 
ollice being adorned with handsome mantel 
and grate. In rear of the store is a "J9- 
foot brick extension. 

The cellar is the same size as the store, 
40x95 feet, with cement floor and seven 
foot ceiling. Ileru are stored the wines 
and liquors. The place is cool and airy, 
and is drained to the sewer. The second 
floor is used chiefly as » store room for 
groceries and provisions' The ceiling ol 
this is fifteen feet, high, and is well lighted 
from front and side. In the rear are sev- 
eral large rooms for sleeping purposes. 
Lavatory, hath and patent water-closets are 
provided off the first lauding of the stair- 
case. The shipping and receiving 
of goods is all done from a wide 
entrance on the alley. As was re- 
marked in the beginning, Mr. Saunders has 
a model store of its kind, as anyone who 
visits it will agree. It is perhaps abreast of 
the times, but in the course of a short 
period it will be none too large for the grow- 
ing business The building was designed 
by If. Buttress-Trimmon. It was erected 
by Elford & Smith, J. Sehl furnishing the 
fittings. The twelve-foot asphalt pave- 
ment was laid by the Pacific Asphalt Pav- 
ing Co. 

On either side of Mr. Saunders' store 
three-storey brick buildings will soon be 
completed. The old wooden buildings on 
the east Hide of Oriental Alloy will be torn 
down to-morrow and a beginning made on 
the three-storey brick which will occupy 
their place. This will give a uniformity to 
that side of Johnson street, which will be 
well worthyof imitation. 



DOMINION SAVING'S BANK. 

Transfer of the Nanalmo Branch to the Post 
Office Department. 

For some time it lias been the policy of 
the authorities at Ottawa to do away with 
the old Government Saving's Bunks which 
were a relic of the old Provincial system. 
They have not been abolished in a sum- 
mury manner ; but as the different offices 
were vacated by tho death or the super- 
annuation of their occupants, they have 
been superseded by the Post Ollice Savings 
Banks. The ollice at Nunaimo having 
boenmn vacant, Mr. J. V. Cruickshanks, 
Assistant Dominion Inspector, of the 
Finance Department at Ottawa has been 
there for the last few days completing its 
transfer to the Post Ollice Department by 
which it will, in future, bo carried on. 
There are still some 30 or ,'17 of these 
olliees in existence principally in the lower 
provinces, but by degrees they arc being as 
occasion offers incorporated with the Post 
Olliees save and except, at the Provincial 
capitals where are the olliees of the Assist- 
ant Receiver General. Mr. Gruickshunks 
will before ho returns East inspect the 
Dominion Savings Bank and Assistant 
Receivers General's office ut Victoria. This 
will occupy several days after which he 
will go to Winnipeg to carry on the work 
f inspection there, subsequent to which he 
will visit the .Maritime provinces also on 
official business.

(irand Naval Display of British Mcn- 
of-War Oil' the Const of New- 
foundland. 



The Atlantic Fleet Mustering at 
Halifax— A Formidable List 
of Vessels. 



Halifax, July 18.— It is rumored ht>re 
and not denied by the au'horities, that 
England has decided on iv naval demon- 
stration on Newfoundland's French shore, 
and may possibly go further by making 
one in tho French waters off Miquelon 
island, under tho very nose of tho French 
warships. The following formidable 
British fleet ia now gathered in the 
vicinity of St. Johns, Newfoundland: 
the flagship Bellorophon, tho Corn us, 
Emerald, Forward, Pelican and Part- 
ridge, to be joined probably to-morrow 
by tho Thrush, commanded by Prince 
George of Wales, and two torpedo boats 
direct from England. The Pylados, one 
of tho most powerful men-of-war on this 
station, was also ordered from the West 
Indies stati' n to rendezvous with the 
fleet ac St. John's, bur news is received 
from the Windward islands that the Py- 
lades is ashore at Jamaica and seriously 
injured.

A Subscription ami an [ndffiaUo Period of 
Advertising In Landing Journals for 
Twerity-flvH Outs. 

There was a drunk in tho police court 
yesterday morning; it wasn't his fault that 
lie was there; he couldn't help it. A police- 
man found him by the wayside and, fear- 
ing he might fall among thieves, brought, 
him to the police station. More a not her 
good Samaritan took care of him and kindly 
went through his pockets. Nothing was 
found therein from the logical fuel that 
there was nothing to find. The amount 
was entered on the police records so that 
it might be returned to him next morning 
after his fine had been deducted from it. 
lie would then he ut liberty to get drunk 
again on the change. Thissumof suhstract- 
ing five dollars from nothing and leaving a 
balance for future carousals is done so often 
and with such apparent facility in the 
police station that it is no longer marvelled 
t. 

Tho drunk in question was only an in- 
cidental as well as accidental digression 
from the object for which tho court as- 
sembled. The eyes of tho public were 
centred on the man Clayton who had de- 
graded tho public press so fur as to offer 
free advertising and free copies of the 
San Francisco Chronicle for an indefinite 
period in return fur the small sum of a 
quarter of a dollar. Clayton is a philan 
thropist of the latest school. Hitherto 
men have become philanthropists on a 
capital of nothing, and they have built 
up a large business and got into comf r- 
table circumstances in a very short time. 
Clayton, a keen observer of human na- 
ture, saw that gratuitous kindness is 
rarely appreciated as a general rule, while 
tho exception is that it wounds a proud 
spirit. He determined to be kind "ror a 
consideration," and ho threw open the 
floodgates of knowledge and enlighten- 
ment, holding back the mighty river of 
learning contained in the San Francisco 
Chronicle, and let the Canadian public 
bathe their darkened understandings in 
them for twenty-five cents. In addition 
to this they could avail themselves of the 
medium of the mighty press to tell to the 
world, for tho same amount, "vhat 
Canada could do for the States in the 
way of retail trade. Such an opportu- 
nity for cementing i tornat onal harmony 
never before presen ed itself, and as a 
consequence twenty-live cent pieces 
began to pour in on Mr. Clayton thick 
and fast till lie had a blank receipt book 
full <>f records of the names of the 
senders. The law looked on such a 
proceeding with suspicion, uncharitably 
dubbing it "obtaining money under fuls< 
pretences." Clayton was detained, and 
after certain preliminaries it was decided 
to present him at a drawing room 
periodically held hy one of Her Majesty's 
judges. It is understood that Clayton's 
operations extended to other Golden 
Gate city papers and that tho privilegt 
was held out to a limited number ot 
cities only — viz. Victoria, Vancouver and 
New Westminster. 



METHOD OF TAXATION. 

To the Editor. — There is one para- 
graph in your editorial of Wednesday last 
under the heading of "City Sewers," to 
which, I presume, you invi e suggestions 
That paragraph refers to tho mode of tax- 
ation necessary to pay for the construc- 
tion of sewers. 1 would invito your at- 
tention to the "frontage tax" system. Os- 
titis system of raising a revenue, then.) 
foot lot built upon in, say Government 
s reet, is not assessed any more than n 
similar si/.ed lot in any other portion ol 
tho city, for it stands to reason that tho 
Government street lot does not derive 
any more benefit from the sewer, from 
tho fact, that it pays a higher assessment 
for ordinary civic revenue because it is 
built upon, than a vacant lot or lots in 
another part of tho city held by a pro- 
prietor who will not build or improve, 
the owner merely holding on to take ad- 
vantage of what, his more enterprising 
neighbor is doing for the benefit i f tho 
community. There should also b a 
change in the mode of assessing water 
rates. Every lot is ben fitted by the 
fact that water is to bo had by merely 
connecting with the mams, ye" wo find 
that only the actual user pays for it. This 
does not seem right, for tho city has gone 
to tho expense of bringing water to the 
limits of almost every lot wi hin its boun- 
daries, and tho very fact, that water is so 
convenient must and does enhance the 
value, yet the owner of this vacant lot 
taking advantage of this fact, con- 
tributes nothing towards the expense. 

There can be no gainsaying tho fact 
that water and i a system of sewage are a 
benefit to every lot in the city lim ts and 
each sh uld pay its proportion of taxation 
according to tho frontage.

How an Irish-Indian dot Ahead of Gov- 
ernor llusliylioiiU. 

Bushyhead, ono of the members of 
tho Cherokee commission, is In Wash- 
ington, and many a one, says tho Now 
York Tribune, passes tho Indian chief 
without knowing ho is an Indian. Uo 
is tall, brown of skin, but has Lho feat- 
ures of tho Caucasian ra«>o, and it is 
said that ho is not moro than one-eighth 
Indian. 

Ho married some years ago a niece of 
Senator Butler, of South Carolina, who 
had gone out to Tahlr-qnah an a teacher. 
A good .story is told of him when ho was 
Governor of tho Cherokee Nation. Tho 
Cherokoos aro tho most civilized of all 
tho Indian tribes and ono of their laws 
is in favor of prohibition. Tho law of 
tho United States is that no ono shall 
give or soil fire-water to an Indian, but 
the Cherokee legislators go further and 
prohibit the bringing of it into tho Ter- 
ritory. 

In Tahloquah, when Bushyhead was 
Governor, there was an Irish black- 
smith named Mike Delanoy. Now, 
.Mike had been received into the tribe 
because ho had married a squaw, and, 
strange as it may seem, was moro an 
Indian than any native. Hi! used to 
orate by tho hour over his forge at tho 
wrongs of the red men, and one of his 
favorite perorations was: 

"Wo have boon pairsocuted by the 
white man. dhri ven from our homes in 
Georgia over mountains an' valleys, an' 
our noble inheritance stholen away 
from us."

It's Not Such a Bonanza As Some 
Aro Led to Believe. 



Common-Seme Comments hy Dr. Edward 
Kggleston— Of All the learned I'rofes- 
Hlons Literature Certainly In the 
Most Poorly Paid. 

The phenomenal sales of many recent 
hooks, notably suoh as General Wallace's 
'•Don Uuv" and Mr. Bellamy's "Looking 1 
Backward," have led tho general public, 
to believe that the business of author- 
ship must ho a profitable one. This im- 
pression has been intensified by reports 
of tho groat prices paid certain writers 
for their productions. Examples.in point 
aro tho handsome incomes attributed to 
Mark Twain, W. D. Howell*. Mrs. Bur- 
nett and others of far less note. Conse- 
quently tho recent statement ascribed 
to Dr. Edward Eggloston, hinwolf a sue- 
uossful writer, in disproof oi this opinion 
has been received with surprise. Dr. 
Eggloston, according to a literary jour- 
nal, holds that there is not a single 
American author who really makes an 
income out of his books. Grubb street 
has become a tradition, hut the rewards 
of the book-maker continue painfull} 
small. Dr. Eggleston writes to a Globe- 
Democrat correspondent in repudiation 
of tho bald statement thus attributed to 
him, hut in reiteration of the poor finan- 
cial returns of authorship: "Of course 
I did not. say any thing so prepostor- 
OUS as the words attributed to mo 
in the newspaper in point. This is 
only one of many illustrations of tho 
crying defect of American journalism 
at this time. More brains, more pre- 
cision, more mental training are want- 
ed in the reporter's work. Of enter- 
prising reporters thero are enough, men 
who will find out the secrets of the 
North Pole, steal an interview with the 
Tope or the Czar, or penetrate in search 
of news to a lady's bedchamber. But 
a decent report of a public assembly, or 
of an address for which the orator did 
not himself supply the manuscript copy. 
I have not seen in a long time. I wish 
to file a general caveat that I am ac- 
countable for no speeches put into my 
mouth in this way. What I did say be- 
fore a Congressional committee was that 
I did not know any author who had ac- 
quired a competonce by literary work 
properly so-called. I proceeded to ex- 
cludo school-books. Mr. Longfellow 
was a professor and made good invest- 
ments. Mr. Emerson was poor during 
the greater part of his life, I believe, 
though he endured the drudgery of 
lyeeum lecturing, and it is said ho only 
gained a competence in old age by good 
investments. Hawthorne was driven 
to drudge- for a book-maker like Good- 
rich and to seek public offices. Mr. 
liOwell lias had other sources of income: 
Mr. Howoll3 has had. let us hope, a 
liberal editorial salary; Colonel Fliggin- 
son published a successful sohool-boolt. 
My very point is that authors are 
driven from tho production of liter- 
ature, 'properly so-called,' to drudgery 
or sensationalism by the desire to 
earn that sufficiency which literature 
does not give. The newspaper in point 
may or may not in its critical moments 
class the profitable juveniles of Miss Al- 
cott, Mr. Trowbridge and Oliver Optic 
with litoraturo properly so-called, it is 
a matter of opinion. Mr. Aldrich's ad- 
mirable "Story uf a Bad Boy,' which I 
should call literaturo without a question 
mark, did not leach the tenth part of 
tho circulation attained by Boston 
juveniles of a flimsie; - texture. 

"Let me remark, I am combating the 
notion very prevalent among Congress- 
men that an author of reputation has 
uponod a bonanza. Of all the learned 
professions, literature is the most poor- 
ly paid. The leading authors must be 
compared with leading lawyers, doctors 
and ministers. If you compare a suc- 
cessful author with a country lawyer 01 
the pastor of a village church, you migh i 
make a fair showing. But what authoi 
over hopes to attain tho income, en joyod 
say, by the late Dr. Willard Barker O) 
by Mr. Evarts? The body of working 
litterateurs Who malce pot-boilers for 
tho bookse llers all their livosandaro 
never known to the newspapers in such 
a discussion as this, certainly have no 
hope of moro than the livelihood of a 
very humble professional man. 

"For many years I have been accus- 
tomed to warn young men off from be- 
ginning a literary career, because so 
tew of the literary workers ever attain 
a competency." 

A lady Is a Lady Everywhere. 
A lady is no less a lady because, in- 
stead of eating her heart out in poverty 
and idleness, she joins tho groat army 
of bread-winners and opons a shop; 
thero is no more dignity in her position 
than if she sent round the hat to her 
friends. Kxcept by snobs, men and 
women are beginning to bo moasurod 
not hy their business or calling, nor by 
where they may bo seen, but hy what 
they are. This reminds me, hy tin; way, 
of my mooting a lady of quality once at 
adinner, writes Hamilton Aide in the 
Now Review. It was out of the season, 
and the dinner was not at a fashionable, 
house. Tho lady of quality thought lit 
to take me aside and apologize! for being 
seen whore sho was: "Not at all my 
sot, you know." Her set, obviously, 
should have been at tho lower table in 
the servants' hall.

* * * The following tradesman's ac- 
count is the first manuscript contained 
in a book in tho infirmary library:

To binding 
in the skin of John Uorweod a variety 
of papers, etc., relating to him, tho 
same being lettered on each side of tho 
hook 'Cutis vera Johannis Horwood,' 
£1 10s." Perhaps all that can he said in 
excuse for such an act is that it had 
been surpassed in a neighboring county 
a few years previously. According to 
tho Bristol Journal of May 11, 1810, 
after a man named Marsh had been 
hanged in Somerset for murder, bis 
body was flayed and his Hkin sont tc 
Taunton to bo tanned.

Then a third straight lino was drawn 
and Old Wolf said: 

"White House straight." By this he 
did not mean the Executive mansion, 
hut tho little white school conducted by 
the Sisters of Charity, which was known 
far and near among tho Indians as tho 
"White House." 

Next a straight lino was drawn part 
way across tho page, and from cue end 
he made a number of very crooked lines, 
so that the diagram looked like a cat o' 
nine tails. This was explainod by the 
chief as: 

"Washington straight, but all things 
coming from Washington very crooked." 

Then a line was drawn straight part 
of the way, then orooked, then straigtit. 
and so on across the page. 

••Indian agent straight, crooked, 
straight, crooked, straight, crooked." 
was tho laconic explanation. 

"Crow Ily round, round, round," was 
tho sarcastic, way he illustrated tbo char- 
acteristics of the Crow Indians by a 
series of loops across the page. But the 
climax of this speech was reached when 
Old Wolf drew across the paper a very 
crooked lino and remarked with mani- 
fest contempt: 

"Sioux crooked, always crooked. - ' 

PENALTY OF POLITENESS.

Their Own Howard. 

Ex-Governor and Representative Mc-
